| SEEKING SIBERIAN, GOLD, 
TROUBLED CONSCIENCES. 


A gang of 87 pirates headed by | 


Riktichi Ezure, 85 years old, has 
been indicted on the charge of 
robbery dnd murder by the Tokio 


District Court at the end of a long 


preliminary hearing, according to 
latest copies of the ‘Japan Adver- 
tiser” to hand. Itaro Noda, cap- 
tain of the “Taiki Maru’ which
